BARNARD EXHIBITION OF WATER- 
COLOR PAINTINGS IN CINEMA 
LOBBY 


On exhibition in the Cinema lobby this 
week are water-color paintings by John 
Barnard, Boston artist, who, during the 
summer, maintains the Bay Lane Stu- 
dio at Centerville. Mr. Barnard is a 
graduate of M. I. T., studied architecture 
and art in Paris, and his work has been 
exhibited at the Vose Galleries in Bos- 
ton, at the Boston Art club, and annual- 
ly on the Cape. His exhibition at the 
Vose Galleries last year was highly 
praised by the Boston newspapers as not 
only vitally interesting in itself, but like- 
wise a refreshing example of work by an 
artist who gets his inspiration in Ameri- 
can scenes. It consisted of two groups, 
one painted around Cape Cod and the 
other in Guatemala. <A selection from 
both groups will be found in the Cinema 
lobby.

tions available and are secured—in 
every instance—only through the pay- 
ment of substantial guarantees. 


Except for the Elitch Gardens in Den- 
ver, which has occasionally booked out- 
standing concert artists during the 
course of the regular summer theatri- 
cal season, no company in the entire 
country has brought to its community a 
concert course such as has just been 
contracted by Mr. Moore. “Even were 
the usual summer theatres so progress- 
ive as to incline to such a policy,” as 
one New York newspaper pointed out, 
“it is doubtful if more than one or two of 
them could afford to offer their patrons’ 
such a superb program as Mr. Moore 
will bring to Dennis.”
